To us un­ 
committed countries, it is difficult 
to understand your attitude 
“ No one believes that diplomat­ 
ic recognition and admission to the 
United Nations would 
transform 
the Peking overnight into a coop­ 
erative regime.

By excluding Red China from 
the U. N., he said, “one dam ages 
not Peking but the United Nations, 
which is thereby ruled out as an 


effective instrumen* of alternation 
at reconciliation.” 
HE CHARGED that the Ameri­ 
can attitude stem s from “the iso­ 
lationism of the 19th century” and 
“ m akes no sense for the deeply 
involved United States in the mid­ 
dle of the 20th century.” 
"The plain fact,” 
he declared, 
“ is that all of the countries of Asia, 
with the exception of China, North 
Korea and North Vietnam, are not 
Communist and are not likely to 
becom e Communist 
so

as 
their economic and political stabil­ 
ity is maintained and promoted.” 
He said the United States h«» 
not only inspired most of the rev 
olution in Asia but plays a “ very 
significant role”

Round about Fayette County 


E very tim e I see a truckload of 
sand coming into or going through 
the city, apparently from plants 
along the Scioto River, I think of 
the old saying that a m an looking 
through a telescope m ay fall over 
som ething under his feet. 
The sand brought into the coun­ 
ty for cem ent, plastering and other 
purposes 
is, 
unquestionably, 
of 
high quality, because m ost of it is 
w ashed sand of glacial origin, with 
a great num ber of extrem ely hard 
grains in it. 
However, 
m y observation 
is 
th a t there are hundreds of thous­ 
ands of tons of sand right here 
in Fayette County, just as good, 
th at could be produced as cheap, 
or cheaper, than sand coml n g 
from 25 to 
40 
m iles 
distant, 
when haulage is taken into con­ 
sideration. 
Ll addition to a great m any of 
the m oraines in F ayette County, 
which contain sand and gravel in 
larg e quantities (som e of which 
w ere tapped 75 to IOO years ago to 
help lift the county out of the m ud) 
th ere are huge deposits of s a n d 
and gravel ir. a re a s which are not 
m oraines. 
One of these exam ples is the 
fam ous Engle pit on the Snowhili 
R d., w here thousands of tons of 
sand and gravel have been rem ov­ 
ed over a period of three-quarters 
of a century or m ore—and the de­ 
posit continues in the flat area 
w eft of Sugar C reek. 
A nother was 
a 
pit which for 
y e a rs furnished huge quantities of 
sand and gravel for road building 
purposes 
located 200 yards south 
of the form er K lever schoolhouse. 
on Route 38, a half mile south of 
Y atesville. 
T h at pit is in com paratively low 
ground, and the deposit of sand 
an d gravel w as never worked to 
th e bottom A pparently the deposit 
continues over a large a rea . 
T here are other places where 
•an d and gravel have been re- 
m oved, usually down to w ater 
level, leaving Ute choice sand 
untouched. 
A pparently there are scores of 
tra c ts in the county which have

CFOt'HS SWEEP EARTH 
W ednesday m orning the w estern 
half of F ayette County was en 
veloped in 
dense 
clouds 
which 
•w ept the e arth as fog, while the 
e a ste rn p a r t of the county, or 
m ost of it, w as bathed in sunshine. 
I drove out to H arold M ark’s 
fa rm on M iami T race R d , a n d 
w hen I left the city, the sun was 
•tuning brightly. But the w estern 
edge of the city w as enveloped in 
a light fog. The fa rth e r w estw ard 
I 
w ent the fog becam e 
m o r e 
d en se, and p a rt of the tim e ob­ 
je cts IOO yards d istant w ere in­ 
visible. 
Then I m ade a discovery 
T here 
w ere breaks in the fog, and the 
•u n would b u rst through m om en­ 
ta rily . 
The fog was literally d e n s e 
c l o u d s which ens eloped t h e 
ea rth , and es tended upw ard sev­ 
e ra l hundred feel. The fog w as 
not like the usual heavy m ists, 
but w as com posed of cloud* on 
th e m o te — a condition quite 
ra re insofar as fogs are coo 
cerned. 
L ater upon retu rn to the city, 
I noted the fog clouds breaking 
up. and rising slowly. 
I have been up in the clouds, 
and above the clouds m any tim es 


in the higher m ountains, but it was 
the first tim e I felt I was envelop­ 
ed in clouds on the ground. 
Two or three years ago I was in 
the clouds on C lingm an’s Dome in 
the G reat Smoky M ountains. An­ 
other lim e it w as on P ike’s Peak 
Once in the C anadian Rockies we 
w ere enveloped 
in 
clouds,

but I regard the low clouds of 
W ednesday as the m ost unusual 
experience of them all.

A m ystery whic! has never been 
solved cam e to light here in June, 
1902, when w orkm en e x c a v a tin g 
in Tem ple St. (presum ably n e a r 
Paint C reek) cam e upon the skele­ 
ton of a cam el and a m an, buried 
side by side, three or four feet un­ 
der the surface. 


The m ystery, so far as I have 
been abie to learn, has n e v e r 
been solved, and about the only 
solution that could well be offer­ 
ed is th at the m an and cam el 
both died while som e circus was 
showing in the city m any years 
prior to the skeletons b e i n g 
found, and the circus 
m anage­ 
m ent had both beast and m an 
buried to save expenses and an 
investigation. 


Anyway it is one of those m ys­ 
teries which aroused deep interest 
at the tim e 
and was then soon 
forgotten. But the Daily H erald had 
recorded the find and the m ystery 
was thus kept alive years later.

The non-farm boom will 
continue through much of 1958, 
hut will not expand as

The econom ist s e e s consum er 
spending higher next year than this 
y ear. Some observers, he says, sec 
optim ism in the autom obile busi­ 
ness and spending for houses. These 
two com m odities h»ve shown w eak­ 
ness the last couple of years. 
B usiness spending m ay go high­ 
e r next y ear than this. Consider­ 
ing inventories, Dougan says, total 
p rivate investm ent w eakened this 
p ast y ear.

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As To Taking News Piet ures In Courtroom 


There has been widespread critical re­ 
action to the report from a special com­ 
mittee of the American Bar Association 
recommending that Canon 35 of that orga­ 
nization which bans news photography in 
court rooms, should be continued. 
Not only the public press has vers' vig­ 
orously emphasized its opposition to Can­ 
on 35 and the recent report of the commit­ 
tee of attorneys assigned to study it, but 
judges and many attorneys over the coun­ 
try are denouncing this recommendation 
as being completely out of date and a bar­ 
rier to the public's right to know, and to 
the lull exercise of justice and its influ­ 
ence on American life. 
lo somewhat unjustifiable language, the 
Canon says that “the taking of photo­ 
graphs in the courtroom, during sessions 
of the court or recesses between sessions, 
and the broadcasting or telecasting of 
court proceedings are calculated to de­ 
tract from the essential dignity of the pro­ 
ceedings, degrade the court and create 
misconceptions with respect thereto in the 
mind of the public and should not be per­ 
mitted.** 
The association may be in for a fight 
v hen it takes up the committee recom­ 
mendation at its national meeting next 
February. Chief Justice O. Otto Moore of 
the Colorado Supreme Court, under whose 
auspices judges in his state have permit­ 
ted court room photography for more than 
a year, clacks right back that every' ma­ 
jor argument of the /BA special commit­ 
tee “has been demonstrated in Colorado 
to be without basis in actual fact.*' 
Justice Moore says Colorado’s experi­ 
ment has been carried out with “unques­ 
tioned good taste,” and has brought no 
complaints that justice was hampered or 


decorum upset. He cautions the associa­ 
tion that if it retains the Canon it will have 
no right to be surprised or to complain if 
“the public at large takes a dim view of 
the legal profession which is historically 
steeped in ancient and sometimes anti­ 
quated precedent and which always has 
and perhaps always will be approximate­ 
ly a quarter of a century behind the 
times ” 
Time and again it has been demonstrat­ 
ed that court room photography involves 
no interference to judicial decorum. It 
will eventually become an every day prac­ 
tice, and when it does the professions of 
law and journalism, as well as the public, 
w ill be beneficiaries. 
In Fayette County the Making of court 
room newspaper pictures has been per­ 
mitted in common pleas court by Judge 
John P. Case with general satisfactory re­ 
suits. Judge Case says that as long as 
court proceedings are not interrupted or 
disturbed rn any w a y , or rights of any of 
the parties to a trial are not -thus prej­ 
udiced, he sees nothing wrong in permit­ 
ting it. 
The George Baldridge murder trial here 
was an example where photography w a s 
allowed and there was no protest from 
anyone concerned with the case. 
Most newspaper cameras now in use. do 
nothing to distract attention or in anyway 
interfere with proceedings by flash lights, 
noise or otherwise. Much of the time 
people in a court room are not even aware 
that such pictures are being taken. 
Above all, certainly, there can be noth­ 
ing wrong with taking proper news pic­ 
tures during recess between sessions, but 
the ABA Canon, even would rule against 
this.

ft was one of my duties to vis­ 
it these Bolsheviks at their head­ 
w a ite r s in Smolny Institute 
In

aristocratic

There never was any question 
at to the pre-eminence of Lenin, 
a 
short, 
mild man, 
blondish, 
cheerful, a philosopher r a t h e r 
titan a man of action. 
Emerging rapidly lo the top 
was Leon Trotzky, a Menshevik, 
who had decided to throw his lot 
in with the Bolsheviks after he 
returned to Russia from N e w 
York where he edited a small 
revolutionary newspaper in Rus­ 
sian, worked as a tailor and ev­ 
en as an extra in a movie at 
f t Lee, New Jersey. Trotzky, in

There has been widespread cr;ii ai re­ 
action to the report from a spec ¿ai com ­ 
mittee of the American Bar Association

Not only the public press has ver>* vig­ 
orously emphasized its opposition to Can­ 
on 35 and the recent report of the commit­ 
tee of attorneys assigned to study it. but 
judges and many attorneys over the coun­ 
try are denouncing this recommendation 
os being completely out of date and a bar­ 
rier to the public’s right to know, and to 
tne full exercise of justice and its influ­ 
ence on American iifc. 
In s-.mc’Ahat unjustifiable language, the 
Car^n says thót “the taking of photo- 
grap.’ s 
tne courtr - im. during sessions 
or the ciTju or 
.-scs between sessions, 
and tnt bread-ú-ting ..r telecasting of 
court proceedmgs arc calculated to de­ 
tract from the essential dignity of the pro­ 
ceedings. degrade the court and create 
misconceptions w iih respect thereto in the 
mina >f the public and should not be per­ 
mitted.'” 
The associsticm may be in for a fight 
V hen it takes up the committee recom­ 
mendation at Its national meeting next 
F ebruary. Chief Justice O. Otto Moore of 
the Colorado Supreme Court, under whose 
auspices judges in his state haW permit­ 
ted court room piiotography for more 'than 
a year, cracks right back that every' ma­ 
jor argument of the /BA special commit­ 
tee "has been demonstrated in Colorado 
to be without basis in actual iact,’* 
Justice Moore says Colorado’s experi­ 
ment has been carried out with “unques­ 
tioned good taste,” and has brought no 
complaints that justice was hampered or 


deeciunr. upset. He cautions the associa­ 
tion that if it retains the Canon it will have 
no right to be surprised or to complam if 
“the public at .large takes a dim view' of 
the legal profession which is historically 
slee;ped in ancient and sometimes anti­ 
quated precedent and wrhich always has 
and perha'ps always will be approximate­ 
ly a quarter of a century behind the 
times.” 
Time and again it has been demonstrat­ 
ed that court room photography involves 
no interícrence to judicial decorum. It 
WÜ1 eventually become an everyday prac­ 
tice. and when it does the professions of 
law and journalism, as well as the public, 
will be beneficiaries. 
In Fayette County the \taking of court 
room newspaper pictures has been per­ 
mitted in common pleas court by Judge 
John P. Case wuth general satisfactory re­ 
sults. Judge Case says that as long as 
court proceedings are not interrupted or 
disturbed in any way, or rights of any of 
the parties to a trial are not «thus prej­ 
udiced, he sees nothing wrong in permit­ 
ting it. 
The George Baldridge murder trial here 
was an example where photography was 
allowed and there was no protest from, 
anyone concerned with the case. 
M'OSt new'S'paper cameras now in use, do 
nothing to distract attention or in anyway 
mterfere with proceedmgs by flash lights, 
noise or otherwise. Much of the time 
people in a court room are not even aware 
that such pictures are being taken. 
Above all, certainly, there can be noth­ 
ing wrong with taking proper news pic­ 
tures during recess betw'een sessions, but 
the ABA, Can,o,n, even would .rule aga,mst 
this.

Russian capital. Working on a

power. 
The Eolsheriks were a small

Those who were opposed to 
Lemn in the Social Democratic 
Party were called Mensheviks.
